With the coming of spring and 
the planting of g ardens, the g arden 
pests renew their activities. Among 
the more im portant pests of the 
g arden are ants, aphis, mealy bug , 
snails and slug s. 
County 
H orticultural 
Commis­ 
sioner issued the following state­ 
ment today : 
"Ants, which have been more or 
less 
inactive 
during 
the 
winter 
months, will very soon come out 
of their nests in larg e numbers In 
search of food, which in the case 
of the ants infecting g arden* is 
usually 
honewdew 
ex creted 
by 
aphis, mealy bug or various scale 
pests. 
In addition to this in some 
instances the ants feed upon the 
sap of trees and plants and some­ 
times the honey In the blossoms. 
Ants can be controlled temporarily 
by 
treating 
their 
colonies 
with 
boiling water, kerosene or carbon 
bisulphide; 
however, in order to 
further reduce their numbers, 
a 
weak arsenical poison ant sy rup 
may be used, especially in the 
case of the Arg entine ant and the 
ant, two of the more com- 
* *)on species infesting door y ard* 
or g ardens. 
The workers of these 
species will carry the poison to 
the q ueen and in this way the en­ 
tire colony will be eradicated. A r­ 
g entine ant poison may be ob­ 
tained 
throug h 
the 
seed 
stores, 
drug stores or from the fumig ation 
warehouse at the county y ards on 
East Fruit street. 
“When the new tender g rowth 
appears on the perennials or after 
some annuals or biennals are sev­ 
eral weeks out of the g round, aphis 
beg in to appear in numbers on the 
underside of the leaves. 
There are 
several different species of aphis 
^ infesting different plants; in fact, 
practically all plants from rose« 
f to artichokes are affected. Inspec­ 
tion . should be made every week 
for the appearance of aphis and 
when a few appear underneath the 
leaves the plant should be dusted 
with 2 per cent Nicodust or spray ed 
with a solution of nicotine sul­ 
phate, known as Black Leaf “40”, 
using from 
one to one 
and 
a 
fourth teaspoonsful of the Black 
Leaf "40” per g allon of water. 
"The 
most 
common 
mealy bug 
occurring in the g ardens in South­ 
ern 
California 
is 
the 
so-called 
Mex ican mealy bug . 
This species 
attacks Lantana, g eranium, Can­ 
terbury bells 
and various other 
succulent annuals as well as per­ 
ennials. 
"A still more dang erous mealy ­ 
bug is 
the 
so-called 
citrophilus 
mealy bug , which is a very serious 
pest of citrus and is already es­ 
tablished in a larg e portion of our 
county . 
The best means of con­ 
trol for this Insect Is to avoid 
planting infested plants. All plants 
should be reported to the horti­ 
cultural office for inspection be­ 
fore planting . 
If an infestation is 
found on one or two plants before 
the mealy bug 
ha* had 
time to 
spread to other plants or be car­ 
ried to other plant* by ants, the 
most 
satisfactory 
thing 
to 
do 
would be to remove and destroy 
the infected plant*. 
If this is im­ 
practical, the nex t best method of 
o< 
rrol is to wash the mealy bug 
from the plants every few day s 
with a stream of w ater from the 
g arden hose.

ed return of 60 cents a hen

While 50 cents is no g reat sum 
by itself, when considered on the 
basis of a flock averag e of 1402 
hens, as was the averag e number 
kept throug hout the y ear by the 
co-operators.
